called ‘‘Eucharis- 
tic fast,”” which hitherto has had to be ob- 
served rigorously from midnight preceding 
communion until the actual reception of 
the sacrament, has been a heavy burden for 
weak Catholics, both priests and laymen. 


Now, Pope Pius XII last January 10 
eased the rules for fasting! He said he was 
moved to this change by the “demands of 
modern life.” ‘The cruel wars of this cen- 
tury,” he explained, “have weakened the 


physical constitution and health of men not 
a little.” 


He also ruled that Bishops may also per- 
mit Mass to be celebrated, when necessary, 
in the evening after 4 p.m. This is for the 
special benefit of those who work night 
shifts, or mothers, the sick, children, and 
missionaries in distant lands where normal 
ecclesiastical hours may be difficult to ob- 
serve, 

We believe in progress. We applaud 
change. But the Roman Church must change 
in much more than the Eucharistic fast if 


she is to keep up with the demands of mod- 
ern life. 


Modern life demands integrity. But 
Rome is always on both sides of every ide- 
alogical conflict. She has her Stepinacs and 
her Aksamovics. She blesses Mussolini and 
Eisenhower. Shades of the scribes and phar- 
isees! 

Modern life demands simplicity. But in 
the midst of immeasurable poverty, suffer- 
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ing and starvation in almost every part of 
the world, Rome struts her papal pomp and 
circumstance and pagan regality, conceding 
that the cost of ermine capes for her car- 
dinal-elects may be reduced from $3,000 to 
$2,000! Shades of the seamless robe of 
Nazareth! ; 


Modern life demands love and the Chris- 
tian virtues. But where Rome cannot perse- 
cute Christians of other faiths she blesses 
those who do, and crowns with the red hat 
of a “prince of the church” the archbishops 
responsible in Colombia and Spain. Shades 
of the high priests and the Sanhedrin! 


Pope Pius said he was moved to make 
this change in the rules of Eucharistic fast- 
ing because the cruel wars of this century 
have weakened the bodies of men. Yes, 
they have weakened also many more impor- 
tant things—the very foundations of inter- 
national, national and personal security have 
been shaken. And if she desired, the 
“Mother Church” could do much to alle- 
viate this situation. 


But the big problem is still there, “the 
cruel wars of this century.” 


It is certain that until Rome has changed 
to the point where she no longer arrogates 
to herself secular power, until she has 
changed to the point where she is ready to 
“render unto Caesar the things that are 
Caesar's and unto God the things that are 
God’s,” until she has purged herself of all 
imperialism and wedtiiaees she can never 
point to the simple truths of the gospel 
and expect men to believe her. She can 
never teach men to love one another rather 
than go to war. She must first strip herself 
of everything that is not of Christ and the 
gospel. She must renounce her‘‘Caesarism.” 


Only then can she provide the righteous 
leadership this world needs.

Most A- 
mericans 
have been 
heartened 

by the re- 
vival of interest in religion shown by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and the new administra- 
tion. 


Early on Inauguration Day, the presi- 
dent-elect and Mrs. Eisenhower slipped in- 
to the National Presbyterian Church on 
Washington’s Connecticut Avenue for a 
brief prayer service, to which the president 
later attributed the inspiration for his im- 
promptu and heart-warming inaugural in- 
vocation. In an age characterized by com- 
promise and pager expedience, Eisen- 
hower prefaced his address with a plea to 
Almighty God for moral judgment: “Give 
us, we pray, the power to discern clearly 
right from wrong.” 


The new presidential cabinet was con- 
vened with prayer. 


Early in February, President and Mrs. 
Eisenhower quietly affiliated with the Na- 
tional Presbyterian Church. The church’s 
session met with them privately and their 
Christian faith was formally attested. In a 
Sunday morning communion service the 
president, after baptism, was received into 
the congregation. His wife, a Presbyterian 
by childhood baptism,’ was received with 
him. Raised by devout, Bible-believing par- 
ents of the Brethren in Christ faith (who 
did not believe in infant baptism), Eisen- 
hower had called himself a deeply religious 
man, but had never in a career of many 
military shifts from post to post “‘staked 
down his faith.” 


This experience was followed in a few 
days by attendance at a breakfast prayer 
meeting in the big Mayflower Hotel ball- 
room at the invitation of the International 
Council for Christian Leadership and of 
ptayer groups that long have been meeting 
weekly at the capital. UNITED STATES 
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NEWS (Feb. 13, 1953) thus describes the 
unusual gathering: 


More than 500 were there, Republi- 
cans, Democrats, Congressmen, Senators, 
Cabinet members, Justices of the Su. 
preme Court, diplomats . . . Mr. Eisen- 
hower sat with four other persons at a 
small head table . . . no formal seating 
arrangement, no protocol . . . The at. 
mosphere was subdued, reverent . . . fan. 
fares were missing. . . Mr. Eisenhower, 
head bowed, repeated the (Lord’s) 
Prayer with the rest . . . Afterward, 
Senator Frank Carlson, of Kansas intro- 
duced Mr. Eisenhower . . . At the Sen- 
ator’s request, there was no applause 
. . . He spoke without notes or manv- 
script: 


‘“. . . Every free government is em- 
bedded soundly in a deeply felt relig. 
ious faith or it makes no sense. Today, 
if we recall those things and if . . . we 
can back off from our problems and de- 
pend upon a power greater than our- 
selves, I believe that we can begin to 
draw those problems into focus . . . ] 
think that prayer is just simply a neces. 
sity, because by prayer I believe we 
mean an effort to get in touch with the 
Infinite . . . I think my little message 
this morning is merely this: I have the 
profound belief that if we remind our- 
selves once in a while of this simple 
basic truth—that our forefathers in 1776 
understood so well — we can hold up 
our heads and be certain that we in our 
time are going to be able to preserve 
its essentials, to preserve as a free Gov- ; 
ernment and pass it on, in our turn, as 
sound, as strong, as good as ever. That, 
it seems to me, is the prayer that all 
of us have today.” 


In the light of President Eisenhowers 
statements and convictions it seems ludi- 
crous that the Roman Catholic TABLET 
(Dec. 6, 1952) should publish a cartoon 
like the one here reproduced. How for 
tunate for the U. S. Ship of State that her 
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skipper is not guided by the superstitions 
a ceaseless contradictions of Romanism, 
but by a firm desire to seek the will of 
God. Every American Catholic has an un- 
equivocal right to nourish himself on the 
husks of casuistry, hypocrisy and bigotry, 
but God help us if any American president 
should ever allow himself to be guided by 
the blood-stained and deceitful hand of 
Rome! 


Secretary of Labor Durkin 

Martin P. Durkin, designated as the na- 
tion’s seventh secretary of labor, and former 
president of the AFL Pipe-Fitters’ Union, 
is one of labor’s own in the new presi- 
dent’s official family. A staunch Roman 
Catholic, he was born 58 years ago in Chi- 
cago’s back-of-the-yards neighborhood, 
where he attended Visitation parish school, 
and at the age of fifteen started work as 
an apprentice pipe fitter. Twelve years lat- 
er, in 1921, Durkin began his life-long 
career as a union Official and married Anna 
H. McNicholas from his home neighber- 
hood. They have three sons, two of whom 
are graduates of the Catholic University of 
America and are pipe fitters like their 
father. The youngest is still attending 
school. 

THE CATHOLIC WORLD (Feb., 1953, 
“Martin P. Durkin, Secretary of Labor,” 
by Ed Marciniak and Bob Senser) has 
this to say about Durkin: 

In his personal habits he is almost 
ascetical. He does not drink or smoke; 
his friends have never heard him use a 
profane word. He goes to Mass and 
Communion every morning, even when 
he is traveling. 

His impeccable honesty is legendary. 
A former subordinate of his tells this 
story about a visit by his two sons to 
Durkin’s office when he was Illinois di- 
rector of labor. The boys had been play- 
ing with pencils on their father’s desk, 
and when they were leaving, Durkin 
noticed the pencils were gone. “You 
can't take those with you,” he told the 
boys. “Those pencils belong to the State 
of Illinois.” 

It is to be hoped that as Secretary of 
labor, Martin Durkin will be as scrupu- 
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lously honest in 
defending the 
rights of all 
Americaa citi- 
zens, and that he 
will not use his 
influence to erase 
any part of the 
line of demarka- 
tion that exists 
between the State 
and the Catholic 
Church. In the 
traditional 
American man- 
ner we expect Mr. Durkin to put loyalty 
“to God and country” above the political 
pressures of any minority groups, even 
though they may claim papal infallibil- 
ity. 


John Foster Dulles 

Although his son Avery was deflected 
into the Jesuit priesthood, John Foster Dul- 
les, U. S. Secretary of State, and his brother 
Allen Dulles, new boss of the Central In- 
telligence Agency, are both prominent Pres- 
byterian laymen. 

The new Secretary of State fathered the 
Japan peace treaty, considered to be the 
most-enlightened document of its kind ever 
to follow a war, and has frequently paid 
tribute to the high role of religion in Amer- 
ican life. “Our people are not imbued with 
the righteous and dynamic faith which 
gives them a sense of mission and of pur- 
pose,” he recently observed, and added, 
“The essential need is to recreate that.” 


Other Cabinet Members 

A glance at the religious convictions of 
the men now comprising the Presidential 
cabinet shows that eight of the fifteen 
principal administrators (not including Mr. 
Eisenhower himself) are of the Protestant 
faith, the religion of four is not listed 
(Who's Who in America, 1952), and Uni- 
tarianism, Mormonism and Roman Catholi- 
cism each have one representative in the 
executive body.

The significance of this religious line-up 
can easily be overestimated. The positions 
of practical influence are probably found in 
the lower echelons of administration. And 
even within the cabinet, some positions are 
more strategic for religious interests than 
others—that of press secretary, for example. 

As far as THE CONVERTED CATHOLIC 
is concerned, we are not deceived by the 
fact that a Protestant affiliation frequently 
masks strong pro-Catholic leanings. Never- 
theless, we are heartened by the background 
of independent and upright thinking which 
the members of the new administration have 
brought to their posts. And it is encourag- 
ing to us to find among them several active 
Christian laymen of the caliber of Harold 
Stassen and John Foster Dulles. 

The men of the new administration de- 
serve the prayers of God’s people: (1) 
That they may walk in humility and per- 
sonal rectitude before God and their fel- 
low-citizens; (2) That they may them- 
selves become men of prayer and deep de- 
votion to God’s Word as the only infalli- 
ble rule of faith and practice; (3) That 
they may in all decisions discern right from 
wrong, and in the thick of political press- 
ures and tensions learn to act by the norms 
of morality rather than expediency; and 
(4) That they may be granted wisdom to 
safeguard the fundamental freedoms of 
Americanism both at home and abroad, 
and thus provide the kind of righteous and 
compassionate leadership that is needed in 
a world of constant crisis.

Clare Booth Luce 


Despite “‘scuttlebutt’’ to the effect that 
European foreign offices frown on the ap- 
pointment of women to the posts of United 
States Ambassadors (see Drew Pearson's 
column of Feb. 10, 1953), Mrs. Clare 
Booth Luce, on the basis of her outstand- 
ing record in Congress and because of her 
other personal qualifications, has been nam- 
ed by President Eisenhower as his ambassa- 
dor to Italy. 

However, the naming of Mrs. Luce puts 
in the strategic capital of Italy a convert 
to Roman Catholicism who obviously can- 
not be alert to the political machinations of 
the Vatican and is ignorant of the Pope's 
real designs in the realm of power politics. 
She is therefore incapable of properly de- 
fending the interests of the United States 
in Italy. 

In fact, there has been enough concer 
and speculation to occasion an Associated 
Press dispatch from Vatican City (Feb. 10, 
1953) denying that the See of the Roman 
Catholic Church would enter into any 
secret diplomatic arrangements with any 
country. Nor does the Pope want another 
envoy of the Myron Taylor status, the dis 
patch indicated. This comment was made 
after a group in the U. S. had asked Presi- 
dent Eisenhower if Mrs. Luce’s appoint 
ment would mean the resumption of diplo- 
matic relations with the Vatican. 

The answer was negative, and we hope 
it was sincere.

THE CELESTIAL JANITOR 


Who says that 
the Roman Church 
does not want the 
union of all Chris- 
tians ? 

Read the dogma- 
tic letter issued by 
Pope Pius XII on 
June 29,1943. 
There the Sov- 
ereign Pontiff 
“most affectionate- 
ly invites to unity those who do not 
belong to the body of the Catholic 
Church.” We are quoting from Protocol 
No. 122/49 of the headquarters of the 
Holy Office, dated August 8, 1949. We 
find out in that very document what the 
Vatican understands as “unity”: either 
you surrender to my scepter and abso- 
lute sovereignty, or I slam the door of 
heaven on your nose! 

“Not only did the Saviour,” says the 
Protocol, “command that all nations should 
enter the Church, but He also decreed the 
Church to be a means of salvation without 
which no one can enter the kingdom of 
eternal glory.” 


Upon reading this arrogant statement— 
which is enough to give anyone an inferi- 
ority complex—we scarcely dare ask in all 
humility: where or when did Jesus Christ 
utter so overwhelming a sentence? 

Instead, we can admire for our edifica- 
tion the fondness shown again and again 
by the Vatican for the celestial “Janitor- 
ship.” Sixty myriads of ministering angels 
are needed to keep the two gates of heav- 
en, according to the Talmud. Those are 
not enough, apparently; they would not 
do a thing without the support of the 
Pope, who incidentally needed to manufac- 
ture another gate on earth so as to be able 
to bequeath to himself his most cherished 
assignment: the only Janitor of both heaven 
and earth! 

He is in charge of the invisible gate of 
the conscience—the narrowest of all, daily 
open or closed for those who go to the con- 
fession or to receive any sacrament. His, 
too, is the custody of the solemn gate en- 
titled “Mystery of the Life to Come,” be- 
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yond whose portals only he can peek, which 
confers on him the terrifying responsibility 
of administering either salvation or con- 
demnation. 


There are also other minor and sundry 
doors of compassion for the relief of be- 
lievers: the doors to purgatory. Well, ev- 
erybody knows that both the entrance and 
the exit of purgatory are supremely con- 
trolled by the Roman Janitor. 

It may come as a shock to the Pontifical 
Janitor, busy in the exercise of his door- 
keeping prerogatives, to learn that there is 
more than one pass-key to the gate of 
heaven. A janitor has little time for Bible 
study, but the Scriptures declare: 


(1) That all believers are priests (Rev- 
elation 1:6) ; 


(2) Have direct access to God (He- 
brews 10:19-22); 


(3) Received the “power of the keys” 
(John 20:22, 23). 

When Jesus, prophetically indicating a 
future Pentecost, breathed on the disciples 
and said: “Receive ye the Holy Ghost: 
whose soever sins ye remit, they are re- 
mitted unto them; and whose soever sins 
ye retain, they are retained,” the apostle 
Thomas was not present with the others, 
but several of the women were, and also 
the two disciples (one of them unnamed) 
who walked with the risen Lord to Em- 
maus. It was not an ‘apostolic ordination 
but rather anticipated the real baptism of 
the Holy Spirit to take place later at Pente- 
cost when some 120 disciples were ordain- 
ed with fiery tongues (the tongue symbol- 
izing a declaratory or prophetic priesthood 
as contrasted with Christ's expiatory and 
propitiatory priesthood for which the Holy 
Spirit visited Him in the form of a dove). 


Peter's ministry and ours is one of decla- 
ration—"now then are we ambassadors for 
Christ” (II Corinthians 5:20). 

On the basis of Christ’s finished work, 
Peter or any other believer in Him can 
authoritatively wield the “power of the 
keys” and declare: “Repent, and be bap- 
tized every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, and ye 
shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost” 
(Acts 2:38).

EDITOR’S NOTE: In the February issue of THE CoNVERTED 
CATHOLIC magazine we published the testimony of Dr. Andrés M. Ma- 
teo, who could not see Jesus in the “press” of the Roman Catholic 
Church, but like Zacchaeus, “climbed a sycamore tree” to get a glimpse 


of the Master, and Jesus subsequently came to abide in his heart. 


An ex-priest of lofty ideals and moral integrity, Dr. Mateo has found 
in his study of the Gospels an exciting freshness and vigor which he 
communicates to his readers in this article on the Christian ethic. We are 
happy to publish it with the following editorial comment, which we hope 
Dr. Mateo may be able to elaborate for our readers in the future. 

We believe that the Christian ethic of the Gospels, and particularly 
of the Sermon on the Mount, can be realized only through the regener- 
ating power of the Christian gospel—that is, through faith in Christ 
Himself (cf. Galatians 2:20) rather than by works or human effort— 
and that the cardinal sin of the Roman Catholic Church therefore has 
not been to hide that ethic under a bushel (although this must be em- 
phatically deplored), but rather to bury under a maze of dogma and 
superstition the truth about rebirth and salvation. The Church has de- 
liberately forgotten to proclaim that “‘ye must be born again,” and to tell 
the world how to do it. 

We invite your careful perusal of this masterful presentation of the 
case for “Brotherhood” as opposed to “Brotherism.”

resolve worldly problems and to help in 
the ever increasing universal crises. 
No general knows or is ever satisfied 
to know the strength of his ramparts by 
merely examining and tending them 
from within. The real strategist has to 
look at his fortress and position from 
the outside. Don Quixote was wise 
enough not to embark on any knightly 
adventure until he had measured the 
solidity of his armor from without. 
The Roman Church does not seem to 
have understood that truth throughout 
her history. This is a consequence of her

The Church for centuries has always 
been looking at herself and at the 
world’s panorama from within. This has 
been the main reason for her inability to 
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“infallibility complex.” Instead of lis- 
tening to outside observers or being 
grateful to the daring explorers belong- 
ing to her own bosom, like Charles 
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Maurras and the illustrious legion of 
broadminded Catholics, she has invar- 
iably condemned the adviser as an in- 
truder or as a heretic. She has abolished 
the “brotherly correction” commanded 
by Jesus, by making it practically im- 
possible. 

For all my independence, I experi- 
enced this myself in the years I belonged 
to the Roman Church. I wanted to be 
constructive by suggesting some change 
in her stiffened structure for the benefit 
of Christians and of mankind; but all 
my efforts, some of them timidly, some 
openly expressed, failed. 


I suggested to one of the higher ec- 
clesiastics of the Church in America in 
1947 (the name will be furnished, if 
needed ), the convenience of building an 
“army of light:” one united, compact 
army of all the Christians all over the 
world, to fight the darkness, be it called 
Communism, Fascism, or any of the 
“isms” which have the common denom- 
inator of “Materialism.” His answer 
was the one that comes invariably from 
the Vatican: that the Roman Church is 
the only one legitimate and true church 
and she therefore cannot join together 
with error or usurpation. Thus the dia- 
logue among Christians which I intend- 
ed was stopped. 

Now, from the outside I hope to be 
of some help to the common cause sup- 
ported by all Christians, which is spir- 
itually in Christ. I wish I could use per- 
sonal “brotherly correction,” but, since 
the system of that wonderful brotherly 
correction exists no more, we have to 
converse publicly. 


The Exceptional Responsibility 
of the Church of Rome 


We all have our own responsibility in 
connection with the impending chaos. 
The responsibility of the Church is not 
just a consequence of being contemplat- 
ed from the outside: in fact her respon- 
sibility increases fabulously when ex- 
amined from within. She claims to be 
the only door to salvation and the Pope 
to be the only Vicar of Christ on earth. 
She claims to be endowed with the uni- 
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versal and unique leadership in the 
realm of spiritual values over the whole 
planet. She claims the only divine foun- 
dation, divine assistance, divine infal- 
libility and authority to solve the prob- 
lems of the world which are connected 
with spiritual values, such as Commun- 
ism. Then let her attempt to save the 
world, not only for the life to come, but 
here and now. 

This is the time for all hands to join 
in an endeavor to hold together the 
crumbling world. But the responsibility 
falls mainly on the shoulders of the 
giants and nobody on earth claims to 
have a bigger stature than the Vicar of 
Christ. But this is not the time to accuse. 
This is the time to act, to help and to 
join efforts for the common cause. All 
of us, giants and dwarfs, pharisees and 
doctors and publicans, the perfect ones 
and the outcasts, have a right and an ob- 
ligation to collaborate, because “all flesh 
shall see the salvation of God.” (Luke 
3 6). No more privileges or privileged : 

“every valley shall be filled and every 
mountain and hill shall be brought low 
and the crooked shall be made straight 

” (Ibid. 5). The time has arrived. 
All hands are needed. Let us go to work! 


The Only Dilemma 


Jesus’ doctrine, if practiced, would 
make Communism utterly impossible. 
Or does the Church think that it would 
not? With Christians living the Sermon 
on the Mount, Communism would sim- 
ply be banished off the face of the earth. 
The only one way to make Communism 
void and meaningless is for Christians 
to know the COMMUNION, the true, 
thorough COMMUNION preached, 
commanded, legislated, imposed by Jesus 
in the eternal code of the Sermon on the 
Mount, as well as in his whole life and 
death. 


Communion, the Core of Jesus’ Doctrine 

If we were to sum up the doctrine of 
the Sermon on the Mount it would be 
BROTHERHOOD, which is COM- 
MUNION of men, i.e., conviviality (in 
its literal sense). 
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One cannot call anybody “Thou fool,” 
unless he wants to be defendant of hell 
fire. Thus, the first spark of all the DIS- 
UNIONS and conflagrations, which is 
the word, is quenched ruthlessly by the 
Word of Jesus. 


These first sparks originate in the 
mind and the heart. But this inner fire 
is quenched by Jesus. You also have to 
refrain from judging or condemning 
anybody, so that “ye shall not be judged 
or condemned” (Luke 6:37), and you 
have to purify your feelings and 
thoughts : you have to love your enemies 
and pray for them. Thus the smallest 
germ which could jeopardize COM- 
MUNION is destroyed at its very 
source, 


All the occasions for this venomous 
germ of hatred are prevented by Jesus. 
For mistrust and the lack of confidence 
between men, Jesus promulgates the 
Law of the Truth. One has to say plain- 
ly the truth, and one has to be believed, 
without any oath whatsoever. “But let 
your communication be Yea, Yea; Nay, 
Nay.” (Matt. 5:37). “And swear not at 
all, neither by the heaven, nor by the 
earth, nor by thy head.” 


Jesus warned men about the dangers 
of three sparks, which are considered 
relatively harmless, but have many times 
converted the world into a cemetery of 
ashes. They are—avarice of money, lust 
for dominion, and hypocrisy, which is 
the lie of the self-styled “saints.” These 
three were cursed by Jesus with rever- 
berating thunder. 

It is harder for a camel to pass 
through the eye of a needle than for a 
rich man to enter into the Kingdom of 
Heaven. One cannot serve two masters: 
God and money. Nor gather treasures 
which can be eaten by the worms. 


As for dominion, God stated that, al- 
though kings of the Gentiles dominate 
with power and authority, among His 
followers the highest one must minister 
unto the lowest and wash his feet. 


Hypocrisy, the fake of a pompous ex- 
terior saintliness, empty inside (like the 
barren fig tree) was to Jesus the sin of 
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all the sins. It deserved His indignation 
above any sin of corruption. Chapter 23 
of Matthew gives testimony to this. 

If Jesus quenches the first sparks, one 
can imagine the energy he displays 
against the fire itself. He abolishes phys- 
ical violence among men, be it an attack 
or self-defense. “But I say unto you, 
That ye resist not evil; but whosoever 
shall smite thee on thy right cheek, turn 
to him the other also. And if any man 
will sue thee at the law and take away 
thy coat, let him have thy cloak also.” 
(Matt. 5 :38-41) 

But the COMMUNION enforced by 
Jesus consists of more than mere pro- 
hibitions. He commanded to give, to 
share, to help, to serve. He commanded 
to clean first your eye from filth so that 
you may be able to cleanse your broth- 
er’s eye. He commanded respect for the 
other fellow’s point of view. He pro- 
mulgated the “Golden Rule,” which is 
the main law and backbone of the COM- 
MUNION of men: “All things whatso- 
ever ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye even so to them: for this is 
the Law and the Prophets” ( Mat. 7:12), 

This is the law of Jesus, no more, but 
no less. 


The Routine Answer 


Religious leaders may realize the sad 
fact of the lack of COMMUNION 
among men, and even among the Chris- 
tians themselves. They feel consciously 
or subconsciously somehow responsible 
and even guilty for the vast fratricide 
which is impending over the whole 
world. And to deafen instinctively the 
hammering of their consciences they 
tell us: 

“Yes, Jesus’ doctrine is a wonderful 
doctrine. But to teach it to the commu- 
nistic countries would be just throwing 
pearls to the swine. They don’t under- 
stand the language of love. . .” 

But that is not the point. The thing is 
that we, not they, need to know this 
wonderful doctrine. We Christians lack 
the knowledge of the marvel of His doe- 
trine, and, naturally, we don’t practice it. 
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We Christians have been given twenty 
centuries to found this Christian Broth- 
erhood, but we have not used them. In- 
stead of that, the pages of our Christian 
history are filthy with hatred, curses and 
blood. 

So we are not trained in uniting any- 
thing. When the dramatic hour comes 
to form a COMMUNION, we feel so 
clumsy. Or we just reject the idea as 
an invention of hell, or as an impractical 
Utopia. Why, you Leaders of Christiani- 
ty, don’t you call the whole Sermon on 
the Mount a Utopia? You don’t want the 
Utopia, the sweet vision of the “Dream- 
er’ of Nazareth? Well, then face the 
fateful Utopia of the Dreamer of Mos- 
cow, which is a nightmare indeed! 

You know the FORMULA, you have 
the FORMULA against Communism. 
Use it, enforce it. Do not complain as 
frustrated old maids. You do not have 
any right to complain: for the very ex- 
istence of Communism is a witness to 
your own failure. 

With Christ in the heart of Christiani- 
ty, with Christ north, south, east and 
west of Christendom, with Christ’s life 
squared to our life—our individual, fa- 
miliar, social, national, international and 
universal life—hatred, or dominion, or 
avarice, or selfishness, or fratricide, 
would be impossible. 


From Brother to Brother 


Let us talk face to face for a minute,: 
Leaders of Christianity. You well know, 
no matter what you feel, that all believ- 
ers are brothers, according to the com- 
mand and the idea of Jesus: “And call 
no man father upon the earth, for one 
is your Father which is in Heaven” 
(Matt. 23:9). You know that among us 
there cannot be leaders: leadership was 
forbidden by Jesus, both in the sense of 
superior power, and of superior knowl- 
edge. The former merited this command 
of Jesus: “The Kings of the Gentiles 
exercise lordship over them, and they 
that exercise authority are called bene- 
factors. But ye shall not be so: but he 
that is greatest among you, let him be 
as the younger ; and he that is chief, as 
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he that doth serve.” (Luke 22 :25-26). 
As for the superiority in knowledge He 
stated with finality: “Neither be ye call- 
ed masters ; for one is your Master, even 


Christ” (Matt. 23:10). 


So, my brothers, we have no “father” 
on earth. Not even “Holy Father.” Re- 
member, Jesus clearly established : “And 
all ye are brethren.” (Matt. 23:8). Now 
among them who actually heard this or- 
der of Jesus was Peter too, and Peter 
was allegedly the chief of all and even 
the first Pope. How then anybody can 
be called “Father,” or “Holy -Father,” 
is another thing belonging to the black 
list of the open conculcations of Jesus’ 
commandments. And as for the adjec- 
tive “Holy,” or “Saint,” or “Very Rev- 
erend,” it is unbelievably forgotten that 
Jesus did not permit Himself to be call- 
ed even “good” except in recognition of 
His deity: “Why callest thou me good? 
There is none good but one, that is, 
God.” (Matt. 19:17). 

Much less room is left for such things 
as “Pope King,” or “Princes of the 
Church.” Whosoever claims any kind of 
spiritual relationship other than broth- 
erhood trespasses flagrantly the sacred 
command of our Leader, and Master, 
and Lord. 


Therefore, let us talk constructively: 
you, who are in the high towers of au- 
thority, and I who belong to the plain 
estate of the followers of Jesus. I won’t 
ask you why you don’t preach the won- 
derful COMMUNION—except in the 
pious Sunday homilies, and then merely 
as kindly counsels for a devotee life. 
I won’t ask you why, instead of these 
sound principles, you overwhelm and 
stuff the minds of the believers with 
pyramids of theology never preached or 
intended by Jesus. 


I won’t ask you why, because every- 
body knows the answer: the minute you 
begin to explain the doctrine of Jesus 
about the camel and the needle, about 
not gathering riches, about the apparel 
of Solomon and the clothing of the flow- 
ers, about not judging or condemning 
the others, about not using violence,

WAS with you long before you 
knew it. Or before I did, for 
that matter. 

I was already with you when during 
my theological training, I kept asking 
my teachers if any Roman Catholic who 
felt doubtful about some article of the 
Roman Catholic faith was free to join 
the Protestants. 

I was with you during my first eight 
years as a Jesuit missionary to China, 
when despite the warnings of my bishop 
I used to preach like a Protestant! I 
kept explaining only the Bible to my 
beloved Chinese. 

I was with you even in the concentra- 
tion camp, where every Sunday I gave a 
lecture on the Bible to the hundreds of 
Italian, German and Austrian mission- 
aries committed to my spiritual care. 

I was with you when I firmly refused 
the order from Rome to be professor of 
theology in the Catholic Theological Col- 
lege in China. 

I was with you also in the United 
States as a professor at Loyola Univer- 
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sity when, cognizant of the low intrigues 
of a well known Jesuit, I derived from 
the Bible the moral courage necessary to 
point my finger in his face—like Nathan 
in the face of David —and tell him, 
“Thou art the man!” 

But especially I was with you last 
year in Milan, when I determined, re- 
gardless of the tremendous world-wide 
publicity being given my case and the 
colossal difficulties I knew were ahead, 
to give up the Roman Catholic priest- 
hood. And now as one reborn in the 
true faith, I am waiting to sail to South 
America for a new missionary work in 
which I will finally be free to send the 
souls straight to Jesus! 

What a great consolation in the new 
field of labor to have my wife to share 
with me the sufferings and joys of the 
gospel ministry. And if some Roman 
Catholics would object even to that, we 
have only to send them back to that gos- 
pel which they have forgotten: “Am I] 
not an apostle? Am I not free? Havel 
not seen Jesus Christ our Lord? Are 
not you my work in the Lord? Have we 
no power to lead about a sister, a wife, 


‘as wéll as other apostles, and as the 


brethren of the Lord and Cephas?” 

Yes, the signpost to true faith and 
freedom and to right understanding of 
the things of God reads: “Back to the 
gospel.” 

I could never understand why the 
Roman Catholic Church makes so diffi- 
cult the way of salvation when it is 
shown so simply and plainly by our 
Lord in His gospel. It should be suffic- 
ent to read the witness of the two giants 
of the primitive church, Peter and Paul: 


“To Him give all the prophets wit- 
ness, that through His name, whoso- 
ever believeth in Him shall recewe 
remission of sins.” (Acts 10:43) 
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“And brought them out and said, 
Sirs, what must I do to be saved? 
And they said, Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved 
and thy house.” (Acts 16:30, 31) 


If this testimony is not sufficiently 
clear, let us use a form of reasoning 
more familiar to Roman Catholics. We 
must admit either the truth contained in 
the gospel is sufficient for us as a rule 
of faith or it is not. If Jesus and His 
apostles did not reveal to us the whole

The new-styled method of Roman 
Catholic indoctrination claims that Prot- 
estants ignore the difference between /at- 
ria, hyperdulia and dulia. But do the Ro- 
man Catholics themselves understand 
this difference ? 

They understand so well that the great 
majority of them when entering their 
church prefer to stop before the images 
of Saints A B and C rather than go 
straight to Jesus. 

They understand so well that even in 
the United States (where Romanism is 
admittedly more enlightened than else- 
where) many a Roman Catholic church 
has become a Pantheon of Statues! 


They understand so well that a Ro- 
man Catholic priest (called Protestant!) 
who tried to clean out this “museum” in 
his church lost his job as pastor. 

They understand so well the “obvious 
difference” between latria, hyperdulia 
and dulia that frequently they organize 
processions of saints by themselves 
(without clerical sanction); they put 
their statues even in carnivals or public 
streets; they dance before them and 
shower upon their faces handfuls of 
nickels and coins as a sign of worship. 
(1 saw these things even among the 
broad-minded Roman Catholics of the 
United States). 


They understand so well the subtle 
differences in ways of worship that in 
many places the Roman Catholic au- 
thorities are seriously concerned about 
the danger of increasing superstition, 
but they have to let things go on as they 
are in order to avoid a general falling- 
away from the Church. I wonder if the 
names and number of this great majori- 
ty of well-understanding Roman Catho- 
lics will figure in the statistics that every 
year are sent to the Vatican. 


“Thou hast multiplied the nation

Who Are the Saints? 
But the most interesting question to 
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ask the clergymen of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church would be this: Is the infalli- 
bility of the Church which canonizes 
these saints today the same infallibility 
which stoned them yesterday? In fact, 
who are these saints? They are mostly 
individuals who felt the sting of eccle- 
siastical censure and who had against 
them the authority of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church. They were considered fool- 
ish, crazy, rebels, persecuted, imprison- 
ed—just because they did not agree with 
the way of the Church of Rome! 

How much smoother would have been 
the way of the Church of Rome if only 
through the centuries she had preserved 
intact the divine message contained in 
these words of Paul to Timothy: “For 
there is one God and one Mediator be- 
tween God and man, the man Christ 
Jesus.” (I Timothy 2:5) 


Get back to the gospel! Go straight 
to Jesus! Here is the secret of our sal- 
vation. For our Roman Catholic friends 
we do not want to make the way diffi- 
cult. We offer them our hand. We hope 
and pray that this extended hand shall 
not remain unclasped! 

“Then said Jesus to those Jews 
which believed on Him. If ye con- 
tinue in my word, then are ye my 
disciples indeed, and ye shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall make 
you free.” (John 8:31, 32) 

No time like today has seen so much 
struggle for freedom and about freedom. 
And yet at no time has this word “free- 
dom” been so much misinterpreted and 


misunderstood. From every page of the 
gospel it appears very clearly that the 
main purpose of Christ’s mission on 
earth was to free mankind—and espe- 
cially the Jewish people to whom He 
ministered—from anything and anybody 
who would prevent their souls from go- 
ing straight to God, to Jesus Himself, 
the Son of God. 

But for many different reasons, some 
people still find it difficult to go straight 
to Jesus. They find it hard to discover 
for themselves the right way of salva- 
tion because they look for it outside of 
the Bible—and I am one of these per- 
sons, who for a long time was wander- 
ing, lost in the forests of Roman Catho- 
lic distortions of evangelical truth. 

For years I meditated on the Bible, 
and finally, using my private judgment, 
I came to the conclusion that I must re- 
sign my Roman Catholic priesthood, 
Nor do I feel ashamed of this decision, 
because for me going back to the gospel 
has meant going back to truth, to free- 
dom, to peace. It is of great consolation, 
however, as I write these lines, to look 
back on my 17 years in the Roman Cath- 
olic priesthood and to discover that al- 
though I have been working in another 
field, my heart was already with you a 
long time before I outwardly joined the 
evangelical faith.

reported in LA PRENSA, Barcelona, 
Spain) says, “Without doubt, by the 
mercies of God we enjoy in Spain a re- 
ligious order of great privilege, and we 
may say unique in all the world, thanks 
to the Catholic chief (Franco) and to a 
government that inspires its legislation 
in the Catholic Spirit, as perhaps never 
in history.” 





Spain is the one country where Jesuit- 
ism reigns dominant. The law FUERO 
DE LOS ESPANOLES defines the 
privileges, if they can be called such, 
which dissenters can enjoy in Spain. No 
non-Catholic evangelical literature can 
be printed, even for the benefit of 
Protestant churches; no parochial 
schools for Protestant children — they 
must all attend schools where they will 
be educated in the Catholic faith. No 
Protestant ministers can be trained in 
the country, and foreigners cannot serve 
as ministers in the country. No propa- 
ganda can be carried on. Protestant wor- 
ship can be held, but it must be in li- 
censed churches. No new churches can 
be built. I photographed one which had 
a government seal closing it, as it is a 
new center. No house meetings with 
more than ten persons can be held where 
the Bible is opened. No Bibles or reli- 
gious books may be imported 
to be sold. 

THE FUERO DE LOS 
ESPANOLES is a vague 
law allowing large margin 
for interpretation by local 
magistrates, so in some 
places violations are winked 
at. Evangelicals print clande- 
stinely with a foreign address 
and dated before the FRAN- 
CO regime. Books are sent 
in to private addresses in

small quantities. But these are violations 
of the spirit and intent of the law which 
is indeed in the “Catholic spirit,” as the 
bishop says. 


One fine, clean, earnest young man 
presented his wife of a few months. 
When he applied for a marriage license 
he was informed that no baptized Catho- 
lics could be legally married outside the 
Catholic Church. He went to several 
magistrates and all refused him. He ex- 
plained that both he and his fiancée left 
the church and were now Protestant 
workers. But he had no success. One 
magistrate said there was one avenue 
open, but besides being expensive, it was 
hardly practical—he could go to a bishop 
and explain to him his reasons for not 
being a Catholic and ask that he be ex- 
communicated. He was shown the mul- 
tiple documents of a young man who had 
done this. The appeal was made to the 
Pope. In two years a reply came from 
the Holy Father stating, “The young 
man in question may be a rebellious 
schismatic, but we still consider him a 
son of the church. Request denied.” 


As soon as one arrives in Spain he 
notices—he feels the cold breath of sus- 
picion. At the hotel we were asked to fill 
out a list of fifteen questions as to origin, 
citizenship, object of the visit, how long 
it would last, etc. At the bottom it stated, 
“THIS FORMULARY MUST BE 
FILLED OUT INDIVID- 
UALLY.” It is not as in 
France where the passport 
number is sufficient. When 
one wishes to travel, the same 
precaution is taken. The pass- 
port number must be taken 
down and sufficient data to 
give the police absolute con- 
trol of all movements of ev- 
ery citizen in the country. 
Little money can be taken 
from the country, and but a

limited amount brought in. 


Spain has a wonderful people. In all 
our travels we have met no finer, more 
friendly people. But the lower class is 
seething with hate and rebellion. We 
were shown the effects of the fire in the 
Barcelona Cathedral, and told that hun- 
dreds of churches were burned. There is 
little doubt that this would be repeated 
again if liberty were granted them. La- 
borers with whom I talked spoke in 
terms of the bitterest hatred toward the 
church and its intolerance. The human 
niind can be held in subjection until it 
breaks its bounds in a French Revolu- 
tion or a Spanish Revolution. 


We saw many families living in the 
darkest, damp holes in the ruins; littie 
children begging, though begging is for- 
bidden. The working man receives from 
15 to 20 pesetas per day, with the peseta 
at 24 cents apiece. In a restaurant we 
paid 50 pesetas for a meal—twice what 
the working man receives for a day’s 
work. Yet with all this poverty, the gov- 
ernment is spending millions to make 
the ALCAZAR of TOLEDO, where 
the students resisted the Republicans for 
two months, a national monument. And 
the university where one of the worst 
battles of the war was fought is being re- 
built at fabulous expense. 


The Spanish mind is fed with a very 
carefully strained food passed through 
a Jesuit sieve. Censorship is very strict, 
and only such mental nourishment as is 
judged safe and convenient for the peo- 
ple by a clerical group is allowed to be 
printed. Jesuits occupy the controlling 
positions in all of the ministries of the 
government. 


Here is a sample of what Spaniards 
are taught by the church: In the March, 
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1950, bishops’ magazine Perseverancia 
—Revista De O. E. P. Barcelona, we 
translate: 


“12th of March, anniversary of the 
coronation of the holiness of our Lord 
Pius XII. I believe in the Pope! To be. 
lieve in the Pope expresses more than 
to believe in the church; more than to 
believe in the very existence of God. 
. . . The true Catholic with believing 
in the Pope believes all that as a Cath. 
olic he should believe, because the 
Pope is the high priest of a living 
church, founded by Christ, the eternal 
Son of God. He who believes in the 
Pope, believes in the church, believes 
in Jesus Christ and believes in God.” 


A few pages farther, speaking of the 
priest, it says: 


“The priest has power over the 
body of Christ, unheard of miracle 
that is not even repeated in heaven. 


“The priest has power over the 
souls of men. Only he can confer par- 
don. 


“God has made two wonders: the 
most holy virgin and the priest. 


“Long years of study, prayer and 
penitence, forges this candidate of 
Christ crowned with his vow of chas- 
tity into an angel on earth. 


“Priests, you are prayers in your- 
self; you are one with God and one 
with men. You command God, you 
make Him and you have Him at your 
disposal !”” 


Greater blasphemy would be difficult 
to find in the modern world! Yet the 
hierarchy is working tirelessly in Ameri- 
ca to make it Cathclic, probably to make 
a second Spain of it. 
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The Two Swords of Rome

OMANISM’S LEADING EXPONENT in America, THE CATH- 
OLIC WORLD magazine, is untiring in its efforts to convince 
Americans that Romanism and Americanism are one and the same thing. This 
is like saying that totalitarianism and democracy are identical; that the Vatican 
City and the United States are the same country; that emperors and presidents 


have the same prerogatives; or that our ancestors were completely mistaken and 
the U.S. War of Independence need never have been fought. 


The January (1953) issue of the afore- 
mentioned magazine, reviewing a book 
about the founder of the Paulist move- 
ment — Catholicism’s peculiarly Ameri- 
can counter-reformation—makes the fol- 
lowing observations which cast into more 
significant relief the accompanying ar- 
ticle on Church and State: 


“As for non-Catholics, they are 
coming to realize that the United 
States of America is not so sure of it- 
self that it can dispense with the vi- 
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tality and the stability of the Catho- 
lic Church. ‘You cannot afford to ig- 
nore the Catholic Church,’ said a 

riest to the students at Boston Lat- 
in School in 1895. In those remote 
days the statement sounded a bit ag- 
gressive, not to say truculent, but 
now that a half century has passed, 
the a that the nation take 
a page from the book of the Church 


seems an understatement. 


“As for those who at this late date 
write books on ‘American Freedom 
and Catholic Power,’ with intent to 
show that the Catholic Church al- 
ways was and still remains an alien 
institution in our midst, they simply 
have failed to see what Father Heck- 
er and his friends recognized long 
ago: if America is to survive it must 
not spurn—it might better adopt— 
the fundamental tenets of Catholi-

cism. 


The nature of these “fundamental ten- 
ets” is dispassionately laid bare in the fol- 
lowing article which traces the Roman 
Catholic teaching on the relation of 
Church and State through the following 
steps in its development: 


1. Pope Gregory VII claims suprema- 
cy over civil authority on the basis of the 
documents known as the “Donations of 
— and the “Decretals of Isa- 

ore.” 


2. These documents declared fraudu- 
lent by later popes but papal supremacy 
over civil authority retained. 

3. Boniface VIII postulates the “Two 
Swords” of the Church. 


4. Modern acceptance by Roman cler- 
gy (if not by all Catholic laity) of the 
Pope’s civil authority over nations and 
kingdoms. 

Many American Roman Catholics, 
both hierarchy and ordinary cleric, have 
tried and are still trying to deceive the 
American public, affirming that their 
church has no intention of disturbing 
the relations between church and state, 
nor of scrapping the principle of separa- 
tion of church and state, in order ulti- 
mately to achieve a union of the two. 
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They even go so far as to asseverate that 
their church has not done this anywhere 
or at any time. These remarks usually 
stem from one of these sources—ignor- 
ance, patriotism, or duplicity. We are 
convinced that at least fifty percent of 
the American Roman Catholics are to- 
tally ignorant of the teaching and poli- 
cies of their church as outlined in the 
decrees of the councils, papal encyclicals 
and allocutions and constitutions, and in 
the books of Dogmatic Theology and 
Canonical Law. Many of them for the 
most part never went beyond the study 
of their childish catechism where they 
were taught the elementary doctrines 
about the mass, confession, ritual, pen- 
ances, holy days, etc. 


The hierarchy, clerics, Knights of Co- 
lumbus, and others, fully understand the 
impact behind the true teachings of the 
popes on the question about the relation- 
ship that should exist between the Ro- 
man Church and state. Fearing that vio- 
lent reactions would be stirred up by the 
American people upon learning the true 
meaning behind these papal teachings, 
the higher officials and apologists of the 
Roman Church resort to subterfuge, eva- 
sion, and equivocation in order to hold 
down bigotry, intolerance, and fear. But 
the documents of the Roman Church are 
self-explanatory, and we need not em- 
ploy Jesuit minds to scrutinize and ex- 
pose them. 


Pope Gregory VII, who ruled the Ro- 
man Church as Pope from 1073 to 1085, 
was directly responsible for developing 
the false doctrine that the Church and 
Pope were supreme over State and civil 
rulers. In his “Bull” of Excommunica- 
tion against Henry IV of Germany, 
Gregory VII declared : “But since I have 
reached this throne by your grace (St. 
Peter), I believe that it is your will that 
Christian people should obey me, by vit- 
tue of the power which you have trans- 
mitted to me of binding and loosing in 
heaven and on earth. Thus, for the safe- 
ty of the Church, and in the name of 
God, all-powerful, the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost, I prohibit Henry, who by 
reason of an unheard of pride has elevat- 
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ed himself against us, from governing 
the kingdoms of Germany and Italy. | 
free all Christians from the oaths which 
they have taken to him, and I prohibit 
all from serving him as king ; for he who 
would oppose our authority deserves to 
lose his crown, his liberty and his life. I 
burden Henry, then, with anathema and 
malediction ; I devote him to the execra- 
tion of men, and I deliver up his soul to 
Satan, in order that the people may know 
that the sovereign Pontiff is the rock 
upon which the Son of the living God 
has built his Church, and that the gates 
of hell shall never prevail against it.” 


Furthermore, Gregory VII held that 
Saxony was a fief of the Papacy, that 
Spain was his property, and that he had 
the absolute right as Pope to demand 
homage from the Emperor of Germany, 
the kings of England, Hungary, Poland, 
Russia, and Denmark, and to release 
their subjects from their oath of alle- 
giance in case of refusal. Therefore, 
when he noticed that many bishops re- 
fused to withdraw their support from 
their kings, he tried to incite to disobe- 
dience and revolt by letters such as the 


following one written to the Bishop of 
Metz: 


“Perhaps these miserable slaves of 
kings would maintain that God, when he 
said to St. Peter, ‘Feed my lambs, ex- 
cepted princes ; but we will remonstrate 
that Christ, in giving to the Apostle pow- 
cr to bind and to loose men, excepted no 
one. The Holy See has absolute power 
over all spiritual things: why should it 
not also rule temporal affairs? God 
reigns in the heavens; his vicar should 
reign over all the earth.’”? 


And in a decree declaring Rudolph 
the lawful king of the Teutonic States 
and again condemning Henry IV, Pope 
Gregory VII stated: “Now, blessed St. 
Peter and St. Paul, let the world know, 
by giving victory to Rudolph, that you 
can bind and loose in heaven; that you 
can give or take away empires, king- 
doms, principalities, duchies, marqui-

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sates, countships, and the goods of all 
men... . Let the people know that you 
judge spiritual things, and that you have 
an absolute power over temporal af- 
Giese 

One other explanation of the princi- 
ples upon which he acted is given by 
Gregory VII himself when he thus in- 
structs : “God is Spirit ; he rules matter ; 
thus the spiritual above the temporal or- 
der. The Pope is the representative of 
God on earth; he should, then, govern 
the world. To him alone pertain infal- 
libility and universality ; all men are sub- 
mitted to his laws, and he can only be 
judged by God; he ought to wear im- 
perial ornaments; people and kings 
should kiss his feet ; Christians are irre- 
vocably submitted to his orders; they 
should murder their princes, fathers, and 
children if he commands it. . . 


Pope Gregory VII’s false claim to ab- 
solute authority over Church and State 
were based on fraudulent documents 
such as the “Donations of Constantine” 
and the “Decretals of Isadore” which 
later popes and renowned Roman Catho- 
lic historians acknowledged as forgeries. 


The results of such false teaching ar- 
rogating for the popes absolute power 
and authority over civil rulers, govern- 
ments, and churches, have been like 
thunderbolts cast into Europe, often dis- 
rupting the prosperity and peace of na- 
tions, and causing endless strife, war, 
rebellions, and bloodshed. 


However, later popes, although they 
discarded the “Donations of Constan- 
tine” and the “Decretals of Isadore” as 
forgeries, still continued to defend the 
unjustifiable position of Gregory VII 
regarding the relation of church and 
state. Such is the inordinate lust for 


power, backed up by human pride, and 


uncontrolled by the Holy Spirit, that 
later popes, ignoring completely the 
plain teachings of Scripture and the fun- 
damental rights of rulers and peoples, 
have retained their grasp on these false 
and absurd claims of Gregory VII. A

glance at the record of the popes who 
followed him in the so-called chair of 
Peter will convincingly prove this. 


Pope Boniface VIII explicitly stated 
in his bull, ““Unam Sanctam,” that the 
Roman Catholic Church was the source 
of political power and thus the State 
must be the puppet of the Roman 
Church. The Catholic Encyclopedia gives 
the following summary of the principles 
and conclusions of this bull, concerning 
the spiritual and the secular power and 
their mutual relation: 


“1. Under the control of the (Ro- 
man) Church are two swords; that is, 
two powers, the expression referring to 
the medieval theory of the two swords, 
the spiritual and the secular. 


“2. Both swords are in the power of 
the (Roman) Church; the spiritual is 
wielded in the Church by the hand of 
the clergy; the secular is to be employed 
for the (Roman) Church by the hand of 
the civil authority, but under the direc- 
tion of the spiritual power (Roman 
Church). 

“3. The one sword must be subordi- 
nate to the other : the earthly power must 
submit to the spiritual authority (Roman 
Church), as this has precedence of the 
secular on account of its greatness and 
sublimity ; for the spiritual power (Ro- 
man Church) has the right to establish 
and guide the secular power, and also to 
judge it when it does not act rightly. 
When, however, the earthly power goes 
astray, it is judged by the spiritual pow- 
er (Roman Church) .. . 


“4. This authority, although granted 
to man, and exercised by man, is not a 
human authority, but rather a divine one, 
granted to Peter by divine commission 
and confirmed in him and his successors. 
Consequently, whoever opposes this pows 
er (of the popes) ordained of God op- 
poses the law of God and seems, like a 
Manichaean, to accept two principles 
(when they should accept one: the pow- 
er and authority of the Roman Church). 


“ “Now, therefore we declare, say, de- 
termine, and pronounce that for every 
human creature it is necessary for sal- 
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vation to be subject to the authority of 
the Roman pontiff’.”® 

Thus, the position and authority of 
the Roman Church are eternally fixed by 
Boniface VIII. There is no equivocation 
here. The State must be subject to the 
Roman Church, and must follow its ey. 
ery command in case of dispute, because 
the Roman Church through the Pope 
personifies the will of God on earth, and 
is altogether supreme to any state, goy- 
ernment, constitution, or church. 


Paul IV was obsessed by the same 
idea as is shown by his bull, Cum Ex 
Apostolatus Officio of 1558: “The Pope 
as God’s representative, has full power 
over nations and kingdoms; he judges 
all, and can be judged by none in this 
world.” 


Pope Gelasius I once made this state. 
ment on the inferiority of the State: 
“There are two powers by which chiefly 
this world is ruled: the sacred authority 
of the priesthood and the authority of 
kings. And of these the authority of the 
priests is so much the weightier, as they 
must render before the tribunal of God 
an account even for the kings of men.” 


In addition, the Catholic World con- 
cisely expressed the Roman Catholic 
point of view when it declared that 
“while the State has rights, she has them 
only in virtue and by permission of the 
superior authority, and that authority 
can only be expressed through the 
Church (Roman).’" 


But now let us quote a few passages 
from the Encyclical, “Immortale Dei,’ 
of Leo XIII, one of the greatest of mod- 
ern popes. He does not resort to the use 
of subterfuge and ambiguity in declar- 
ing that the ideal harmonious relation 
between-Church and State was achieved 
during the Medieval Ages when the Ro 
man Church and State were organically 
one, and when every nation was gov- 
erned by the teachings and principles of 
the Roman Church. 


“There was once a timé when States

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were governed by the principles of gos- 
pel teaching. Then it was that the power 
and divine virtue of Christian wisdom 
had diffused itself throughout the laws, 
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by Jesus Christ, established firmly in be- 
fitting dignity, flourished everywhere, by 
the favor of princes and the legitimate 
protection of magistrates; and Church 
and State were happily united in concord 
and friendly interchange of good offices. 
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‘Great Encyclical Letters of Leo XIII, p. 118, 
119. 
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and Roman Catholic theologians and au- 
thorities in the past have condemned and 
still condemn today the separation of 
Church (Roman) and State. 


I. Pope Gregory XVI condemned the 
separation of Church and State in the 
following terms: “Nor can we hope for 
happier results, either for religion or for 
the civil government, from the wishes of 
those who desire that the Church (Ro- 
man) be separated from the State, and 
the concord between the secular and ec- 
clesiastical authority be dissolved.””® 


II. In his “Syllabus of Error” of 
1864, Pius IX condemned as error the 
doctrine that “the Church ought to be 
separated from the State, and the State 
from the Church.” (Clause 55) 


III. Pope Leo XIII opposed separa- 
tion of Church and State with these 
words: “Hence follows the fatal theory 
of the need of separation between 
Church and State. But the absurdity of 
such a position is manifest.”?° 

Again: “But this teaching is under- 
stood in two ways. Many wish the State 
to be separated from the Church wholly 
and entirely so that in regard to every 
right of human society, in institutions, 
customs, and laws, the officers of the 
State and the education of youth, they 
would pay no more regard to the Church 
than if she did not exist; and, at most, 
would allow the citizens individually to 
attend to their religion in private if so 
minded. Against such as these, all the 
arguments by which we disprove the 
principle of separation of Church and 
State are conclusive ; with this superadd- 
ed, that it is absurd that the citizen 
should respect the Church, while the 
State may hold her in contempt.” 

IV. Pius X (in his Encyclical, “Vehe- 
menter nos”) taught that to hold that 
“the affairs of the State ought to be sep- 
arated from the affairs of the Church 
(Roman) is truly a very false and ex- 
ceedingly pernicious doctrine.”

the foremost of present-day Roman 

Catholic canonists, holds that the “sepa- 

ration of Church and State is a system: 
a. that is impious; because it denies 
that society as such ought to worship 
God ; 
b. that is irrational and absurd; be- 
cause it separates the good of a citizen 
from the good of the faithful; it de- 
prives civil society of those helps pro- 
ceeding from the rules of morality 
which are dictated only by religion. 
c. that is unjust; because it subverts 
the order established by God who en- 
courages concord between the two 
societies. 
d. that is practically harmful to the 
good of souls and curtails the rights of 
the (Roman) Church; it even resolves 
itself to opposition to the Church; de- 
nies her the right of teaching, of exer- 
cising the acts of worship, and of su- 
pervising over the institutions of chil- 
dren in public schools; it affords “oc- 
casions for conflicts” between Church 
and State; and encourages “the faith- 
ful in the durable alternative of violat- 
ing both the laws of the State and of 
the Church.”?? 


Thus, the Papacy and Roman Catho- 
lic authority have not discarded the old 
ideas of the union of Church and State; 
they only hold them in abeyance until 
such a time as they can put them into 
practice, as in America when they acquire 
a majority, and as seen in the cases of 
Italy, Spain, Argentine, etc. 


Furthermore, Leo XIII, in his ency- 
clical, “Immortale Dei,” sets down the

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pattern to be followed by all civil society, 
including America. He teaches that “first 
and foremost it is the duty of all Catho. 
lics worthy of the name and wishful to 
be known as most loving children of the 
Church . . . to endeavor to bring back 
all civil society to the pattern and form 
of Christianity which we have describ- 
ed.” (i.e., union of Church and State as 
found in the Dark Ages. )** 


This mearfs that the three hundred 
million Roman Catholics in every coun- 
try and under all flags will, if they are 
“Catholics worthy of the name... en- 
deavor to bring back all civil society” to 
the pattern of the medieval ages when 
a high-handed Church was in the saddle, 
when freedom was stifled and learning 
died aborning, when civil liberties were 
trampled underfoot and education was 
for the selected “leaders” of noble birth. 
They will struggle to reinstate the “holy” 
Roman Empire under the guise of a 
Holy Catholic faith, only to discover 
that somewhere along the line religion 
was stabbed to death by the “secular 
sword” of Rome!

thereon: ‘“Strages Ungonatorum,” “The 


Slaughter of the Huguenots.” 


The general public believes that the Ro- 
man Church has undergone many changes 
and that she is no longer ruled by the san- 
guinary principles of the Dark Ages. The 
only way to ascertain for oneself what the 
Roman Catholic canonists teach is to con- 
sult their works. 


We will consider here the policies and 
aims of the Papacy as expounded by the 
foremost teachers of the Public Law of the 
Roman Catholic Church: 


Concerning the attitude of the Church 
toward non-believers, Francis Suarez, S. J., 
asserted: “It is a Catholic tenet that the 
Church may justly inflict on heretics the 
penalty of death.’’ 


St. Robert Bellarmine, dealing with the 
same subject, commented: ‘Experience 
shows that there is no other remedy: for 
the Church gradually advanced, and tried 
every means, first excommunication alone; 
then a pecuniary fine was added; finally 
she was compelled to fall back on death.”? 


Cardinal Albitius also approved “capital 
punishment, which the church justly in- 
flicts on heretics . . . Reason itself shows 
that this is so,” he stated, “‘since the State 
has the power of punishing its subjects and 
inflicting a penalty proportionate to the 
severity of the offence, and there is no 
graver offence than heresy owing to the 
harm it does to the Christian State, and 
therefore it must be rooted out with fire 
and sword.’ 


The death penalty has been endorsed by

In regard to the relationship of Church 
and State, we quote Cardinal Tarquini, who 
taught: “In whatsoever things, whether es- 
sentially or by accident, the spiritual end, 
that is, the end of the Church, is necessarily 
involved; in those things, though they be 
temporal, the Church may by right exert 
its power, and civil state ought to yield.” 


He argued from Catholic tradition and 
papal decisions thus: “All the Fathers of 
the Church have always taught that the 
purpose of civil society and its government 
should be subordinate to the Church, just 
as the body is subject to the soul. This is 
also shown by the decisions of the Holy 
See . . . Pius IX condemned the 42nd 
proposition of the Syllabus, which reads: 
‘In the case of conflict between the two 
powers, civil law prevails.’ ’’* 


Rome’s Intolerance Unchanged 


The utterances of the “periti” in the 
Canon Law of Rome have never altered 
since the days of Gregory VII. The reign- 


ing Pope, Pius XII, is under obligation to 
hold, to teach, and to act upon, whenever 
possible, the teaching of Romanist canon- 
ists and theologians regarding the penalties 
directed against so-called heretics. The gen- 
eral rule is stated in The Encyclical of Pope 
Leo XIII, Immortale Dei, 1885: ““What- 
ever the Roman Pontiffs have hitherto 
taught, or shall hereafter teach, must be 
held with a firm grasp of mind, and so 
often as occasion requires, must be openly 
confessed.” 


This, then, is the teaching of the Church 
of Rome in the twentieth century: Heresy 
or Protestantism must be exterminated 
“with fire and sword.” 


Roman Catholics do not know this phase 
of their Public Ecclesiastical Law, as it is 
published in Latin. They are left in ignor- 
ance with regard to the sanguinary aims 
of their Church. They would be horrified 
if they knew the truth.

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What Restrains Rome From 
Executing Her Intentions? 


Why does not the Church of Rome 
her aims and policies into effect? Becaug 
present world conditions prevent her from 
doing so. She merely retains the inflictiog 
of the death penalty ‘‘in abeyance,” as the 
Catholic Encyclopedia expresses it, until, 
more convenient date. 


The Third Plenary Council of Baltimore 
in the “Pastoral Letter of the Archbis 
and Bishops of the United States,” asserts: 
“It is obvious in countries like our own, 
where from rudimentary beginnings our or. 
ganization is only gradually advancing tp 
wards perfection, the full application of 
these laws is impracticable; but in propor. 
tion as they become practicable, it is ow 
desire, not less than that of the Holy Se. 
that they should go into effect.’ 


This applies, however, only to countries 
that are not under Catholic control. For in 
Catholic-dominated lands these sanguinay 
principles are in effect at this present time! 


“I have just returned from a vacation is 
Colombia,” writes Henry L. McCorkle in 
Presbyterian Life.® “I have investigated per 
secutions and investigated investigators ... 
I have seen enough with my own eyes and 
through the. reports which have been pr.

about not making oaths, about not call- 
ing anybody “thou fool,” about praying 
and not doing, about the adoration “in 
spirit and in truth” and not in rites and 
ceremonies, about forgiveness and toler- 
ance of the other fellow’s point of view, 
about not being ministered unto but min- 
istering, about washing the feet of your 
brothers instead of ruling them as sub- 
jects; about the poverty (which is not 
pauperism or misery) of the first Apos- 
tles, of the first “Popes,” of Jesus Him- 
self, instead of dwelling in palaces, sur- 
rounded by luxury and pomp; about 
wearing only a pair of sandals instead 
of being carried on a throne over the 
shoulders of chamberlains, and so on ad 
infinitum ..., the minute, I say, that 
you begin to preach this astounding and 
divine principle of the Son of Man, ev- 
eryone’s finger will be wagging at you, 
and everybody’s mouth will be saying 
with the irrefutable logic of the evi- 
dence: “But you don’t do it!” 


That is why you don’t succeed in con- 
vincing Communism. That is why your 
hands, ringed and consecrated as they 
are, are proving to be so helpless to pre- 
vent the chaos. That is why, out of your 
conscious or subconscious remorse for 
having made void the message of Jesus 
spurts that chronic, frustrated, complain- 
ing attitude, which—let us be fair—is 
something else than an elderly overin- 
dulgence to gripe.

Those of you who, after reading Tuy 
ConveERTED CaTHotic of last February, 
have asked me (not all of you, incident. 
ally, in the same friendly terms) to ex. 
plain all the reasons why I left the Ro 
man Church, will find some of the 
grounds for my decision in the preced- 
ing lines, and in the very fact that they 
could never have been written had I re 
mained in the Roman Church.

soul, similarly exists alike under each spe- 
cies. Wherefore under each species and 
under both species so much as even the 
whole is contained.) For the entire Christ 
exists both under the species of the bread 
and under each particles of that species; 
and the entire Christ likewise under the 
wine. Hence through the consecration, 
there is a conversion of the substance of 
the bread into the body of Christ, and of 
the wine into the substance of His blood, 
which conversion is properly and conven- 
iently called Transubstantiation.” (De- 
cret. de Concil. Trident. Sess. 13, Ch. 3) 
By these decrees and instructions 
the Roman Church repudiated defin- 
itely the doctrine of the early Church, 
and anathematized those great and 
renowned church fathers, such as Ter- 
tullian, Justin, Augustine, Jerome, 
Theodoret, Eusebius, and others who 
preached and taught that Christ was 
received in the Sacrament of the Eu- 
charist in a spiritual manner only, and 
who therefore came under the curse 
of Rome. What these early church 
fathers precisely said on the subject, 
we shall discuss in a future article. 


SCRIPTURE SAYS 


Rome has spoken, but the case re- 
mains far from closed. As a matter of 
fact, ever since the Council of Trent 
rendered its de fide decree on transub- 
stantiation, the door has been thrown 
wide open to controversy. Moreover, 
we believe that it is along scriptural 
lines that we ought to proceed in op- 
posing the Roman Church doctrine of 
transubstantiation. If we scrutinize

carefully and prayerfully the same 
scriptural texts employed by the Ro- 
man Church to demonstrate her theo- 
ry, we discover that her doctrine of 
Transubstantiation is contrary to the 
Scripture. The entire case of the Ro- 
man Church must be forever regarded 
as nothing but a mere begging of the 
question. The same thing must be said 
for the citation of St. Paul’s phraseolo- 
gy as addressed to the Corinthians, in 
I Cor. 10:16. 


Now, there is no question in our 
minds that the cup of blessing is the 
communion of Christ’s blood; and the 
broken bread is the communion of 
Christ’s body. But, to deduce that from 
such language there is proof sufficient 
for the doctrine of Transubstantiation, 
is to assume that Paul purposely em- 
ployed such words transubstantiative- 
ly—the very point that first must be 
proved. 


Let us note, however, the passage 
from I Corinthians 10:16, when com- 
pared with its parallel context is de- 
cidedly inimical to the Tridentine doc- 
trine of Transubstantiation. 


“The cup of blessing which we 
bless, is it not a communion of the 
blood of Christ? The bread which we 
break, is it not a communion of the 
body of Christ; For, since the bread is 
one; we being many, are one body; 
for we are all partakers of that one 
bread. I say, that the things, which the 
Gentiles sacrifice, they sacrifice to de- 
mons and not to God: and I would not 
have you become communicants of de- 
mons. You cannot drink the Cup of 
the Lord, and the Cup of Demons; 
you cannot be partakers of the Lord’s 
table, and of the table of demons.” 
I Corinthians 10:16, 17, 20, 21. 
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There is present in this entire pass. 
age a parallelism that is at once very 
instructive and striking; i.e. one lead. 
ing member of this passage is parallel 
to the other leading member. To illus. 
trate this, we present the following: 


By partaking of idol sacrifices, the 
Gentiles are said to become communi. 
cants of demons. 


By partaking of the consecrated 
bread and wine, Christians are said to 
become communicants of the body 
and blood of Christ. 


Hence, the becoming communicants 
of demons clearly answers to the be. 
coming communicants of the body and 
blood of Christ. Consequently, from 
the very parallel construction of the 
argument posed by Paul, one is com. 
pelled to admit that, if the blessed 
bread and wine are transubstantiated 
into the body and blood of Christ, 
then, by the same token, the idol sac- 
rifices must be viewed or defined in 
the same way, i.e. the idol sacrifices 
are transubstantiated into the body 
and blood of the demon gods, who 
were canonized saints of Pagan my- 


thology. 


But no one would be so foolish as 
to defend a transubstantiation of idol- 
sacrifices. Therefore, by the logic and 
clear intent of Paul’s argument, there 
takes place no transubstantiation of 
bread and wine. In fact, if we were to 
literalize the words of Jesus Christ, 
they would just as much demonstrate 
a transubstantiation of His body and 
blood into bread and wine, as a tran- 
substantiation of bread and wine into 
His body and blood. 


In fine, what are we to deduce from 
all this? Simply this: the Roman 
Church doctrine of Transubstantia- 
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tion is certainly not contained in the 
New Testament. 

The position of the Reformed 
Churches is the correct one. The Re- 
formed Churches of today, in agree- 
ment with the early Christians, believe 
that the bread and wine are types or 
representations of the body and blood 
of Christ sacrificed on the Cross of 
Calvary; that what is given by the 
minister and received by the communi- 
cant is really and truly bread and wine 
but with this distinction; the bread and 
wine have now a special significance 
and use, for by the prayer of consecra- 
tion they are established as a means 
of participating by faith in the body 
and blood of Jesus Christ. I Corinthi- 
ans 10:16. The Reformed Churches 
believe that the eating of the bread 
and the drinking of the wine in faith 
love are the means by which the re- 
cipient appropriates for himself Jesus 
Christ who is spiritually present, and 
not literally, materially or transub- 
stantiatively so, and who is to be re- 
ceived spiritually, and not literally, 
materially, or transubstantiatively; to- 
gether with all the benefits and merits 
of His vicarious atonement: 

The Apostle Paul takes a definite 
stand on this. He declares categorical- 
ly that what is eaten is bread, and 
bread only: For as often as ye eat this 
bread and drink this cup, ye proclaim 
the Lord’s death until he comes ... 
Whosoever shall eat the bread ... un- 
worthily shall be guilty of the body of 
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the Lord. Let a man prove himself, 
and so let him eat of the bread. (1 Cor- 
inthians 11:26-28). 

Three different times does St. Paul 
designate here the elements after the 
consecration as “bread and wine;” not 
one time does he speak of them as 
“flesh and blood.” There is no refer- 
ence at all made here to transubstanti- 
ation resulting from the prayer of con- 
secration. If St. Paul, who could not 
err because inspired and guided by the 
Holy Spirit, is right in denominating 
the elements after consecration as 
“bread;” then the Roman Catholic 
Church is wrong in asserting that it is 
“flesh;” if the Roman Church is right, 
then St. Paul was wrong and thus must 
always be regarded as an unreliable 
teacher and guide; which is an ab- 
surdity.

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Heretical Influence of YMCA 


Roman Catholics were reminded by the Ital- 
lian Catholic Action Magazine (Oct. 1952) 
that the law of their church forbids them to 
join the Young Men’s or Young Women’s 
Christian Association because of their “gen- 
erally Protestant composition.” The statement 
from Catholic Action said that the associations, 
which first appeared in Italy during World 
War I, had again become established here af- 
ter the liberation of Italy by allied forces. 

Catholic Action recalled that a letter to Catho- 
lic bishops from the congregation of the holy of- 
fice in 1920 described the Y.M.C.A. as among 
associations “that tear the faithful from the lap 
of the mother church.” The congregation is one 
of 11 such bodies in charge of church affairs. 
Catholic Action said that Y.M.C.A. offices were 
established in Naples, Milan, Turin and other 
localities. 


Infiltration or Direction? 


Rev. Cyril F. Meyer, a Roman Catholic priest 
and vice-president of St. John’s University, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., was elected on Nov. 18, 1952, 
as president of the New York Academy of 
Public Education (cf. N. Y. TIMES, Nov. 19, 
1952). 

Is it not strange—rather, alarming—that such 
a man, whose church has labeled the public 
schools as “Public Enemy No. 1,” has been 
chosen to head this group? Instead of infiltration 
at lower levels, the Roman Church now, it ap- 
pears, intends to use direct methods to wreck our 
public educational institutions. 


Liberty in Spain 


Lambasting the local Falange newspaper of 
Seville for printing an article which doubted 
the saintliness of Joan of Arc, France’s nation- 
al heroine and a Catholic saint, hard-shelled 
Cardinal Pedro Segura y Saenz, archbishop of 
Seville, declared in a Pastoral Letter of Decem- 
ber 6, 1952, that “liberty of the press, pro- 
claimed by the impious as one of their most 
precious conquests, is a very grave error, hated 
and condemned many times by the holy 
church.” 

According to the report of the ORLANDO 
(Florida) SENTINEL-STAR (Dec. 7), he 
warned the Falange newspaper officially that 
if it did not publish a retraction of the Joan 
of Arc article and abstain from “publishing 
doctrines contrary to our holy faith, we shall 
proceed to condemn it for a mortal sin, with 
possible further sanctions if necessary.” 
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Simultaneously with the pastoral letter, a 
handbill without signature was distributed in 
Sevilla urging Catholics to take direct actiog 
against Spanish Protestants. The handbill said 
there could be “neither tolerance nor li 
for the Protestants. Prodding Catholics for 
their indifference to the presence of heretics in 
their city, the handbill said there are three 
Protestant chapels and two freemason pastors 
in Sevilla, and added: “How many more will 
there be tomorrow if you persist in your ac. 
tion?” 


Facts like these reveal that the difference be. 
tween Catholicism in Spain and the United States 
is as great as the difference between a wild beast 
in the jungle and a circus pet. 


Confession Good for the Soul 


After being installed as the first Roman 
Catholic archbishop of Kansas, the Most Rey, 
Edward J. Hunkeler remarked in part: “The 
church today is confronted not only with the 
need of more missionaries for vast areas of 
Asia and Africa to make new conquests for 
Christ, but also for missionaries to re-establish 
and restore Christian life in the devitalized and 
secularized areas of Christendom itself.” (N.Y. 
TIMES, Dec. 12, 1952) 


This is simply a frank admission that Roman. 
ism has failed. 


Now Who’s Pagan? 


In the third of a series of advent sermons, 
Rev. Vincent P. McFadden stated at St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral on Dec. 21, 1952, that groups 
such as the Communists and the Jehovah's wit- 
nesses possessed “phenomenal zeal” in i 
their attacks, and that Roman Catholics “take 
these attacks right on the chin, without voicing 
a single protest” (cf. N. Y. TIMES, Dec. 22, 
1952). Catholics, he implied, should not be so 
tolerant of such practices. 

Again, Rev. McFadden, in another part of 
his sermon said that charges that the church 
was intolerant and old-fashioned stemmed 
from “a pagan world” in which “right and 
wrong have given place to expediency.” 


The good “Father” is supinely ignorant of the 
Encyclicals of Leo XIII and Pius 1X wherein the 
democratic freedoms (i.e. “tolerations’) are de- 
nounced as heresies. As regarding expediency, the 
Roman Catholic Church employs it frequently. 
The logical deduction, therefore, would be tha 
the Roman Church is pagan! 
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Courtship of the Eastern Church 


Archbishop Thomas E. Molloy of the Ro- 
man Catholic Diocese of Brooklyn blessed and 
consecrated on Dec. 21, 1952, the new Church 
of the Virgin Mary, of the Byzantine-Melkite 
rite, located at Eighth Avenue and Second 
Street, Brooklyn, N. Y. The Melkite church is 
an “Eastern rite” church that gives allegiance 
to the pope of Rome. 

Some of those who participated in the cere- 
mony of consecration included Bishop James 
H. Griffiths, chancellor of the mili ordi- 
nariate, and four Knights of the Grand Cross 
of the Holy Sepulchre and Knights of Malta; 
Frank M. Folsom, president of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America; John S. Burke, president 
of B. Altman & Co.; Victor D. Ziminsky, pres- 
ident of Union News Company; and John A. 
Coleman, former chairman of the New York 
Stock Exchange. Mr. Coleman is a Knight of 
St. Gregory. 

Services under the Melkite rite are usually 
sung in Greek and Arabic, the voices of the 
choir and priests rising and falling in the ca- 
dences of eastern music. Priests wear the “‘ka- 
lamokhion,” a black headdress with a veil at 
the back. In Europe, Asia Minor and Africa, 
married candidates are accepted for the priest- 
hood. Byzantine Catholics bless themselves by 
touching the right shoulder before the left. 


Here we have a patent case that the Roman 
Church is not the same everywhere in rite and 
moral discipline. For the Roman Catholic Church, 
it seems, disunity spells unity. 

Rome has tolerated these drastic differences in 
worship and discipline in order to hold open the 
door to the admission of those eastern “schis- 
matic’ groups known as the “Orthodox Church,” 
should they ever care to return to the papal fold. 
Of course the courtship should really be carried 
on the other way, since the eastern church is both 
older and more orthodox than the Roman devia- 
tion. 


Could it Happen Here? 


The Vatican accepted on Dec. 23, 1952, the 
proposed amendments to a bill designed to re- 
form high school education in Spain. 

Under the terms of the bill, as reported in 
the N. Y. TIMES (Dec. 24, 1952), the Spanish 
Government recognized the right of the church 
to have its own schools “in conformity with 
canon law” and pledged itself to “protect the 
spiritual and moral tasks of the church in all 
state and nonstate schools.” 

This is precisely what the Vatican would like 
to see done in this country. 


Italian Soldier Fined for Preaching 


On Jan. 8, 1953, an Italian Protestant evan- 
gelist was convicted at Alessandria on a charge 
of conducting a religious service not author- 
ized by the police. The defendant was a 31- 
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year-old soldier, Lido Petrini, who appeared in 
court in his Italian Army uniform. He was 
fined 5,000 lire (about $12.80) and was given 
a suspended fifteen-day jail sentence. The fine 
represents about forty days of his army pay. 

It is high time that American Protestants unite 
to pressure both our State Department and the 
United Nations in order to compel the Italian 
Minister of the Interior to give juridical recogni- 
tion to the Protestant denominations within the 
borders of Italy. Protestant bodies in Italy are 
entitled to this recognition by the terms of the 
new Italian Constitution which guarantees all 
phases of religious freedom. 


Pius XII, “Charity” and the Rosenbergs 


Pope Pius tried to embarrass President Eisen- 
hower by making known on February 13, after 
the president ro already rejected the plea for 
clemency of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg (con- 
victed of selling atomic secrets to Russia), 
that he had intervened in the case to support 
the clemency appeal. With this revelation cime 
the remarkably candid observation that he had 
done so from “motives of charity” without re- 
gard to the merits of the case! (As reported by 
UP dispatch). 

A very opportune move indeed! 


Without doubt, Mr. Pontiff, the friends of 
Rome in Europe have been accusing you of pay- 
ing too much friendly attention to the United 
States. Of course in a way it is only right that in 
return for dollars you should give another red 
hat to America, but it must make it harder to in- 
gratiate yourself with the rulers and potential 
rulers of so much of Europe and Asia. This 
clemency appeal on behalf of those who gave 
Russia a chance at military superiority should 
send up the stock of the Vatican in Moscow. 


Probably it was a “motive of charity’ that oc- 
casioned your intervention in the Yugoslav case 
also. Making Stepinac a cardinal was certainly 
not a constructive move, but merely an eloquent 
slap at Marshal Tito. How else could he con- 
strue the elevation of an archbishop hated by the 
government and by many Yugoslav people for 
his collaboration with the quisling regimes of 
World War II? Since any enemy of Tito is a 
friend of Stalin, the red hat to Yugoslavia should 
also have helped send up your stock in Moscow. 
(Making a red-hatted martyr out of Stepinac has 
also won you sympathy in the West!) 


It is easy to see that Pope Pius is eyeing with 
anxiety the power of the Communist world. 


As far as its effect in the United States is con- 
cerned, the Pontiff’s intervention in the Rosen- 
berg appeal was nothing more or less than an 
unabashed play for publicity, seeking to enlist 
the sympathy of everyone capable of responding 
to an act of “charity.” And incidentally, it is an 
act which ill becomes the one who blessed the 
war machinery of Mussolini before it widowed 
and orphaned the women and children of Ethi- 
opia and Spain. It is an act which ill becomes the 
one who set his official approval on the persecu- 
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tion of Protestants in Colombia by elevating to 
the rank of cardinal the Archbishop of Bogota. 
Shall we go on? 

Hypocrisy is always disgusting! 

Feathering two nests at once, the Pope has 
merely seized upon the Rosenberg case as a safe 
opportunity to make a grandstand play for sym- 
pathy in the Communist world and in Italy, 
where De Gasperi’s “Christian” party is strug- 
gling frantically to keep hold of the reins of gov- 
ernment. Vatican diplomacy has always been 
characterized by two-facedness, and whoever wins 
in the struggles of power politics, the Pope can 
always say to the visitor, “See, we were trying 
to be friendly to you all along!” 


| Appeal to Caesar 


The Rev. Leonard Feeney, who was expelled 
from the Jesuit Society and suspended from 
his priestly duties on April 18, 1949, by Arch- 
bishop Richard J. Cushing of Boston for teach- 
ing. the orthodox doctrine of the Roman 
Church which holds “extra ecclesia nulla sa- 
lus” —outside of the (Roman) Church there is 
no salvation— was given until January 31, 
1953, to appear in Rome to face ecclesiastical 
charges before the Congregation of the Holy 
Office, on pain of excommunication. 


From the facts surrounding this controversy, it 
seems that Archbishop Cushing is not all-power- 
ful in the eyes of Vatican officials, for the Rev. 
Feeney has won the right of review of his case 
before the highest tribunal of the Roman Church. 
The outcome will be interesting, to say the least! 


Catholic Education in Mexico

livered at the opening session of the First Na- 
tional Congress on Catholic Culture held at 
Guadalajara, Mexico, on January 20, 1953, the 
Rev. Julio Vertiz urged Mexican intellectuals

On January 21, Premier Alcide De Gasper 
won a vote of confidence on his election me 
form bill after a talkathon of sixty-three hours 
had taken place.

According to the N. Y. Times (Jan. 21, 
1953), the electoral reform bill provides that 
any party or bloc winning 51 per cent of the 
votes in this year’s national elections will re 
ceive 65 per cent of the seats in parliament. 


It is evident that the Christian Democratig 
Party has won the day with a Vatican-inspined 
plan. If it wins 51 per cent of the votes in the 
next election, it can then outlaw all political pare 
ties, laws, organizations, both secular and relj. 
gious, not approved by the Vatican. 


Does Rome Really Want Literacy? 


Joaquin Ruiz Jimenez, minister of educati 
pled recently with the wealthy class of Spaig 
to help the government make available to all 
Spanish children elementary and sec 
education. The N. Y. TIMES (Jan. 22, 1953) 
quoted him as stating that more than 20 per. 
cent of the Spanish people are illiterate and in 
some of the southern regions illiteracy is as 
high as 50 per cent. The minister estimated 
that every year 1,400,000 children do not re 
ceive elementary education because of the se 
rious shortage of facilities, and that to solve 
this problem Spain needs at least 35,000 new 
elementary schools. 


This sad state of affairs—and we suspect the 
minister of education is very conservative in bis 
estimates—is the result of too much Romanism 
and its predominance for too long a time. 


We are curious to know how much money the 
Spanish hierarchy, which constitutes an impor 
tant segment of the wealthy class in that country, 
will contribute towards the alleviation of these 
educational problems. Will the hierarchy respond 
to this appeal with readiness and enthusiasm? 
We predict that they will not! For ignorance 
and superstition provide the most fertile ground 
for the planting and growth of Romanism!
